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1984:  The  Year  In  Review 

Orwellian  Doom  aside,  1984  was  basically  a  mixed  year  for  Numismatics.  On  the  bright  side:  a 
return  of  the  collector  to  the  market,  a  tightening  of  grading  standards  and  the  surprising  strength  of  auc¬ 
tions.  on  the  dark  side:  the  ANACS  shenanigans,  the  continued  weakness  of  most  series  and  the  financial 
fileting  of  some  respected  dealers. 

Coin  prices  in  1984  were,  in  one  word,  “weird”.  Collectors  and  dealers  frequently  overpaid  at  auc¬ 
tion  on  the  very  same  coins  they  had  recently  passed-on  at  shows/via  price  lists.  That  ephemeral  word, 
“quality”,  was  the  buzzphrase  for  the  year.  Unequivocal  Gems  —  coins  with  awesome  color,  luster  and 
eye  appeal  —  often  brought  absurd  prices.  Rare  dates  continued  to  be  a  bargain  as  fewer  collectors  seem¬ 
ed  interested  in  assembling  complete  sets.  Series  which  showed  particular  strength  included  Saint 
Gaudens  Double  Eagles  (plus  all  true  MS  65/65  gold),  Gem  Barber  coins  and  prooflike  Morgan  Dollars. 
As  these  areas  are  primarily  investment-oriented,  the  almost  obsessive  desire  for  true  Gem  coins  reigned 
supreme. 

The  supposedly  not-so-glamorous  world  of  “specialist  series”  also  fared  well.  Astonishingly  strong 
Large  Cent  prices  were  realized  at  the  Starr  Sale  (Stack’s,  6/84),  Colonial  prices  were  strong  at  the  Picker 
Sale  (Stack’s,  10/84),  Bust  Dollars  were  very  active  at  the  Carter  Sale  (Stack’s,  1/84)  and  rare  date  gold 
showed  continued  strength  at  a  number  of  auctions.  In  summary,  specialists  were  willing  to  pay  top 
prices  for  problem-free,  aesthetically  pleasing  examples  of  rare  dates/rare  varieties. 

As  someone  who  is  involved  in  research,  I  was  glad  to  see  a  few  classic  reference  books  published  in 
1984.  Leading  the  way  was  Walter  Breen’s  stupendous  “ Encyclopedia  of  United  States  Half  Cents, 
1793-1857 .”  This  lavish  tome  was  notable  for  its  excellent  text,  high-quality  production  and  crisp,  clear 
photography.  Another  important  and  impressive  work  was  Messrs.  Davis,  Logan,  Lovejoy,  McCloskey 
and  Subjack’s  “ Early  United  States  Dimes  1796-1837 .”  Unfortunately,  many  of  the  other  works  published 
in  1984  were  either  outright  trash  or  trivial  recapitulations  of  past  publications. 

So,  what  lies  ahead  for  1985?  Despite  investment-letter  hype  to  the  contrary,  I  doubt  1985  will  usher 
in  the  next  “boom  market”.  I  do,  however,  see  steady,  strong  growth  for  nice  coins.  I  also  see  continued 
growth  and  strength  in  the  so-called  “collector  areas”. 

Which  series  will  perform  best  in  1985?  Beats  me.  But  I  do  know  that  the  most  undervalued  series 
include  all  1793-1807  type  coins  in  strict  VF-AU  grades,  Branch  Mint  Liberty  Head  gold  of  all 
denominations,  Patterns,  superb  original  rolls  of  Roosevelt  Dimes,  Washington  Quarters  and  Franklin 
Halves  (especially  when  they  can  be  purchased  at  levels  close  to  spot)  and  Proof  Large  Cents  (particular¬ 
ly  coins  with  significant  amounts  of  original  Mint  red).  As  price  levels  for  these  coins  are,  for  the  most 
part,  quite  low,  purchase  of  a  few  choice  pieces  seems  to  have  a  very  limited  downside. 

“Year  In  Review”  essays  are  often  exercises  in  futility  and  offer  the  potential  to  be  embarassed  one 
year  later.  So,  if  all  of  this  turns  out  to  be  wrong,  please  do  not  send  me  ridiculing  notes.
